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O August 8, 1922, Jerome D. and John J. Kack filed their joint appli-
cation No. &973 for & permit to eppropriate unapproprizted water from Parker
Camp Canyon, in Siskiyou County, for use for sgriculture. Therezafter protests
weore separately filed by Nellie ¥. De Witt et al and by Elsie Biloomingcamp
et al. On December 7, 1923, ths pro'test by Nellie K. De Witt et al was with-
drawn and on June 19, 1924, ths matter of the gpplication came on for hearing
heféra the Division of Water Rights.

It appears that on October 13, 1923, smd prior to the hearing, an agree-

nent was duly executed betwsen Elsie Bloomingsamp and seven participants with

her in her protest against this application on the one hand mnd the two applicants

on the other nend, as a result of which all protestants but one, Frank Blocmingeanp

withdrew from participation in the protest. It further appears that Frank




Bloomingcamp has only & 1/10th intsrest in the property which it was
alleged in the protest would be injured by the proposed appropriation of
applicants.

Said Frank Bloomingesmp did not appesr &t the hearing nor hasrj he
at any time since the filing of the protest subﬁitted any irnformetion
tending tc show zn ailverse effect from ths gppropriation. It appears that
he has in fact assumed sn attitude of.iniiffereﬁce toward the appropriation
and protest,

The evidence before the Division is that there is unappropriated watez;
avallable in the source from which it is sought o appropriate, and that
the co-owners with Frank Bloomingecamp have Signed an agreement with the
applicants whoreby the appropriation of this ungppropriated ﬁter may be.
made as proposed by applicants without umiue interfersnce with the elaimed
rights of Frank Bloomingcamp armd those who originelly joined with him in

protest.
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Application 2973 for a permit to eprroypriate water having besen filed
with the Division of Water Rights as above stated, protests having been
- filed, a public hearing having been held and the Division of Vater Rights
now being fully informed in the premises:
IT IS HEREBY ORDIRED, that Application 2973 ba approved and that a
permit be granted the applicants subjeot to such of the usual terms and condi-
tions &s may be approvpriate.
